THE WASHINGTON GOVERNMENT, 


‘The Action of Japan Regarded as Embar- 
rassing China. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—A_ cablegram 
announcing the arrival. of the U.. 8. 
Monocacy at Nagasaki, Japan, received by 
Secretary Herbert today, is the only 
official news that has come to the gov- 
ernment from the representatives of China

It is thought ‘here that the action ot 
Japan in officially notifying Great Britain 
of the existence of a state of war between 
China and Japan was precipitated by the 
Kow Shung incident.

By 
this stroke Japan doubtlemly has seriously 
embarrassed China in efforts to supply 
herself with warlike equipment in other 
countries. | 

Just what the effect will be on Chinese 
Japan has taken the ground that they are 
practically foreign settlements and there- 
fore has disclaimed any intention to in- 
terfere with them, regarding them ds out- 
side the ecene of hostile operations.

YOKOHAMA. Aug. 1.—(By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.) Following is the official account of 
the Japanese“ government’s standpoint of 
battle on July 27 between the ee of 
Japan and China: 

“The Chinese cruiser Chin-Yuen and 
the Kuawani were observed steaming from 
Kasan, and a transport carrying Chinese 
soldiers convoyed by the Chinese warship 
Tsao-Kiang was seen off Tokio toward 
Kasan. The Japanese cruisers Atkisua, 
Yoshiro and Naniwa met the two Chinese 
warships near Pantao Island. The Chi- 
nese did not salute, but made warlike 
preparations. In order to go out of the 
narrow waters the Japanese cruisers put 
to sea, whereupon the Tsao-Kiang pur- 
sued the Naniwa. The Naniwa thereupon 
put about and steamed toward the two 
Chinese ships, Chin-Yuen and Kuawani, 
which, however, retreated, and the Chin- 
Yuen hoisted @ white flag above the Japa- 
| nese ensign. The Nantwa,

“The latter ie: a blank shot and sig- 
nalled the transport to stop. Meantime 
the Chin-Yuen had approached under the 
Naniwa’s stern, and, when within 300 
meters, discharged a torpedo, which passed 
the Japanese warship. The Naniwa then 
opened: fire upon the Chin-Yuen, and the 
Yoshiro joined in the action. The Chin- 
Yuen finally fled, and was pursued, but 
was not overtaken. The second Chinese 
warship, the Kuawani, had, meantime, 
deen engaged with the Japanese cruiser 
Atk'sua, but, like the Chin-Yuen, she fled 
and took refuge between the shore and 
shoal. The transport carried six guns, 
and had+1100 soldiers on board. The cap- 
tain of the transport surrendered, but the 
soldiers resisted capture. The Naniwa 
was ultimately obliged to open fire upon 
the transport and sank her. The captain 
and others were rescued by boats of the 
Naniwa. 

“It was afterward discovered that the 
transport was the British steamer Kow- 
Shung. She had on board four chiefs of 
battalion and fifteen colonels of the: Chi- 
nese army. The Japanese government, as 
soon as it was informed of the sinking of 
a British ship, expressed regrets, declaring 
to the British charge d’affaires that if, 
after an inquiry had been made, Japan 
was shown. to be in the wrong, the Japa- 
nese government was prepared to make 
all reparation for the loss sustained. 

“The naval engagement of July 25 
should not be confounded with the naval 
battle of July 30, nor should the Chin- 
Yuen, the Chinese unarmored ship of 
2300 tons in this first encounter, be con- 
founded with the Chinese armored battle- 
ship Chen-Yuen of 7300 tons. 

ANOTHER VERSION. 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Times has re- 
ceived the following account of the sink- 
ing of the Chinese transport Kow-Shung 
from Che Foo, China: 

“On July 25 the Japanese admiral on 
the cruiser Matsushima-Kan, with two 
other men-of-war in his command, sighted 
the Kow-Shung, which was carrying 2600 
Chinese troops for Corea, in Corean waters, 
forty miles off Chemulpo. He signalled 
the Kow-Shung to “stop where you are 
or take the consequences.” 

The transport, which was flying thé 
British ensign, promptly came to anchors 
The Chinese man-of-war, which was con- 
sorting her, steamed away. The Kow- 
Shung’s captain, trusting to the protection 


the commander of the Chinese cruiser to 
hoist her anchor and run. The Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa-Ken steamed up near the 
Kow-Shung and sent a party to her with 
instructions to make a strict scrutiny of 
the ship’s papers. After this had been 
done there was some hesitation on the part 
of the Japanese commander as to the &c- 


tion to be taken under the circumstances. 


Finally he peremptorily ordered the Kow- 
Shung's captain to follow with his vessel. 
Great excitement at once arose among

The Naniwa thereupon flew an answering 
pennant, steamed up quickly and lined up 
broadside on at a distance of about two 
hundred metres from the Kow-Shung, and 
immediately discharged a torpedo at her, 
following this with two broadsides with all 
her guns, comprising vwo of twenty-five 
tons and four of ten tons. The excitement 
aboard the Kow-Shung was ewful. 

The troops had begun fitting up a num- 
ber of small mounted guns when the Nan- 
iwa threw the torpedo. The missile struck 
a coal bunker and bursted one of the boil- 
ers, the explosion being terrific but not 


} sufficient to sink the vessel. The Chinese 


troops fired on the Naniwa with rifles and 
small guns and exhibited the Freatest 
bravery.. The Naniwa continued to fire 
her ten-tonners and she soon had the Kow- 
Shung in a badly disabled condition. 
Many of the Chinese soldiers jumped 
overboard and on these the Naniwa rained 
bullets from her deadly machine guns. 
the Kow-Shung began to sink, and after 
fifteen discharges from the cruiser’s big 
guns she went down in eight fathoms of 
water. The troops who remained aboard 
kept up the fire to the very last, some of 
their shots being aimed at their own peo- 
ple who were swimming away, they being 
determined all should die together. The 
vessel sank stern first, flying the red en- 
sign of the Chinese. One heavily-armed 
boat was lowered from the Naniwa and 
from this a fire was directed upon the 
troops still in the water. There was no 


attempt to save life. It was evident that 


no quarter was to be given. All vere to 
be massacred. 

The Naniwa steamed away to report to 
the British Consulate, or naval officer, that 
seven Hnglishmen had been killed. A 
humber of soldiers reached a rock and 
saved. Col. Van Hanneky “yn a 
miraculous „ and arrived at e- 
mulpo in a Corean fishing-boat, on July 
26. He has sworn to an affidavit before 
the British Consul, in regard to the evi- 
dence above narrated. He bears testi- 
mony to the splendid conduct of the Chi- 
nese troops, who, he says, died gloriously 
fighting to the last.

THE PRICE OF RICE ADVANCED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1—The alarm- 
ing war news from Asia, combined with 
reports of severe droughts in Japan, has 
resulted in a general advance in the mar- 
ket-price of rice, which is a staple article 
of consumption among the thousands of 


Chinese and Japanese on the Pacific Coast.

A NEWSPAPER Mal MAN’S 


‘James M. Rollins Contrasts the Condition of 


Japan With That of China. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

ST. LOUIS, Aug 1.—James M. Rolilns, 
a newspaper man of this city who recently 
returned from a three years’ stay in Japan, 
during which time he was associated with 
Japanese soldiers and traveled considerably 
throughout the country and on the Corean 
coast, said to an Associated Press reporter: 

Japan will without doubt come off vic- 
torious over China in the present struggle. 
If numbers amounted to much Japan would 
not be.a morsel for China, as there are 
400,000,000 ‘Chinese and only 40,000,000 Jap- 
anese. Because of the vast expanse of 
water over there the most of the fighting 
must necessarily be done at sea. The Jap- 
anese navy is new and thoroughly organ- 
ized. Their soldiers are brave and dis- 
clipined. Japan has culled from every na- 
tion the cream of modern warfare and has 
the sympathy of the civilized world. 

“On the other hand, China is a nation 
of superstition and laziness. It has some 
large war vessels, but they have not been 
well kept and are dirty and poorly pre- 
pared for an engagement. Chinese soldiers 
are patriotic, but they are not disciplined. 
The two engagements already reported 
prove this statement. The largest man-of- 
war in the Chinese navy has already been 
sunk and thousands of Chinese lost their 
lives, while hardly a scratch was felt by 
the Japanese. The fact that China has a 
land inlet to.Corea will not amount to 
much in the present struggle, as any num- 
ber of Chinese soldiers would not avail 
on Corean soil before an open fire of the 
Japanese fleet. 

„The Japanese could rout the Chinese 
army from nearly any Corean city by 
means of their fleet, as the sea touches on 
all sides of that country. My theory is 
that if a prolonged war should follow, 
China might whip Japan by sheer force of 
numbers, as China could swarm the Jap- 
anese islands like locusts and it would 
not matter much if even half a million 
Chinese lost their lives in the attempt. 
But in this event Russia or even America 
or England would interfere, as I have said 
before, the sympathy of the civilized world 
is with Japan and it will not stand off 
and see her crushed.” 


‘Admiral Stanton to Retire.

railroads of this State are concerned, and 
the troops are out of the field, I do not 
hesitate to say to the ‘people whet I have 
done. It is er to await the result of 
events than to attempt to foretell conse- 
quences which it is impossible to foresee, 
I have been obliged to suffer somewhat 
from those who have honestly felt that I 
ought to disclose my motives, acts and 
purposes hourly to the general public. 
My only apology is that my desire and 
aim have ever been to do that which 
would redohnd to the best interests of our 
whole people, regardless of its effect pets 
sonally. 

Now that our population breathes 
easier and reason is restored to those who 
are responsible for this great calamity, 
there will be many who can say what 
should or should not have been done by. 
the Governor. The fact that we are out 
of it with. the loss of so few precious 
lives and the destruction of so little prop- 
erty, causes me to accept personal cen- 
sure without a murmur. 


“Let me Bay, without egotism, that rs :

Several Large Concerns Burned Out — The 
Total Loss is Estimated at $1,673,- 
‘100—Smoke from the For- 
est Regions. .

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—The lumber district 
of Chicago was tonight visited by one of 


the most disastrous fires in fts history, 


and the loss will probably foot up between 
$1,200,000 and $1,500,000, although it will 
be twenty-four hours before the damage 
can be estimated with accuracy.. The fol- 
lowing concerns were entirely cleaned out 
by the flames:

The sudden change in the di- 
rection of the flames caught several en- 
gine companies unprepared, and ‘the men 
were compelled to run for their lives. No 
engines were abandoned, but three of ‘them 
had close calls, horses and men narrowly 
escaping death. The fire boat Yosemite 
was at work in one of the slips when the 
direction of the fire changed, and the long 
tongues which shot over made it mecessary 
that she be removed at once. She was 
gotten out of the way, but was severely 
scorched in several places. The fireboat 
Geyser had also a close call, but ran 
through the flames, which leaped out over 
the slip, and escaped unharmed. Two of 
her men, John McCain and Thomas Free- 
ling, were badly burned while fighting the 
fire. A large “Siamese’’ hose which they 
were holding got away from them and 
knocked them over the side of the boat 
upon a pile of burning cedar posts a few 
feet away. Their injuries are not fatal. 

In addition to the firemen injured, Otto 
Rafler, who fell from a lumber pile and 
had his back broken, will die, and an un- 
known man, was struck on the head by a 
flying cap from the engine, knocked into 
the river and drowned.
